GREAT BATTLE AT CAVRIANA. 


The news of an independent engagement having 
taken place yesterday at Cavriana was telegraphed 
from Paris at half-past seven this morning. If the 
French account be correct, the victory of the allies 
has been decisive. The capture of “ the provisions” 
of the Austrians proves that the allies must have 
taken the fortified depots while the retreat of thé 
Austrians is shown by their loss in ommon and pri- 
somers. 

The Austrians have probably retreated behind the 
Mincio, from which Cavriana is distant about seven 
miles in advance. The place is close to the high 
road, running from Montechiaro to Goito, and 
nearly equidistant from both, and just under 
the battle-field of Castiglione, where the Aus- 
trians were defeated in 1796. Probably the 
Allies intended to force the passage of the Mincio at 
Valeggio and Borghetto, both important military 
positions as affording an easy passage of the river. 
Here the French crossed after the battle of Castig- 
lione; and the Piedmontese in 1848, the Aus- 
trians in both cases retreating to Verona. 

The Bridge at Valeggio was built 500 years ago 
by one of the Visconti, and is raised upon a Roman 
substructure. The engagement, most likely, was 
caused by the advance of the French to seize the 
Bridge, while to defend it the Austrians had fallen 
back in force from Mon techiaro.

We print to-day, at the request of a correspondent, 
some papers connected with the “ Playground and 
General Recreation Society, London.” We have 
already, on two occasions, urged the formation of a 
similar society in Dublin. Although no city so 
abounds with parks and squares as our own, there is 
no city where less room is afforded for the healthful 
recreation of the children of the poor. They play 
their spiritless games in festering alleys or fetid 
courts surrounded by gin palaces, or old clothes’ 
shops, jostled and abused by every rude and hurried 
passenger. The Phoenix Park is too distant for the 
young; the vacant ground along the North-wall too 
dangerous at present. Something surely might be 
done without any great cost or exertion. Suppose 
that at first, a corner of our squares was set apart 
for the recreation of the poor. The experiment 
has been tried in London with success: not 
a shrub or flower has been injured. It is 
of importance in a moral point of view, to draw the 
young out of the reeking purlieus where they are 
obliged to live. Every parish should have its chil- 
dren's playground, but in a city like this ground is 
becoming so valuable, that unless steps are taken at 
once none can be had. If a society was formed, the 
members could watch for an opportunity to purchase 
ground, as it became vacant by the removal of old 
buildings, or the expiration of leases. Children to 
be in health must play somewhere, and if no proper 
retired ground is procured for them they will still 
continue to infest the streets. We procure fine open 
grounds for our Reformatories and prisons, why is it 
necessary that a child should be guilty before any- 
thing is done for his comfort, health, or reereation. 
Whatever these playgrounds cost, we are sure the 
sum would be more than reimbursed by the diminu- 
tion of the amount of our hospital charges and crimi- 
nal prosecutions. We trust thatDublin will not be 
long without its own “ Playground and Recreation 
Society” for the poor. 

But there is another matter connected with the 
health of the poor, which in the present season is even 
more pressing. We mean their gradual exclusion 
from the whole sea coast available for bathing pur- 
poses. We know, indeed, that the poor can bathe 
for one or two hours daily, which change as the tide 
serves, on the slob and muddy beach of Irishtown. 
We see cars crowded with children dashing through 
clouds of dust to “ get a wash” in the brackish water 
polluted by the drainage of the town, and of several 
noisome manufactories. It is a question whether they 
come out of the water more dirty than when they went 
in, and the return into town along the dusty roads is 
anything but conducive to health or cleanliness. The 
beach of Sandymount is clean, but the water is shal- 
low, and villas having been erected along the edge, 
the police have orders to confiscate the clothing of 
any delinquent found bathing there. On Clontarf side 
the same obstructive rule holds good, while the river 
Tolka, passing over the pestiferous marsh of Bally- 
bough, carries with it the sewerage of some thousands 
of habitations. On the north side there is no bathing 
place for males, unless they travel to the Bull, four 
miles from Dublin, and even then they must walk an 
additional mile along a rough and jagged mole, to 
get a sufficient depth of water. Blackrock, Monks- 
town, Kingstown, Dalkey, all are closed as regards 
sea bathing. Villa proprietors have run partition 


twenty feet of water, may have the luxury of a bath, 
But that is only for residents ; the charge of canvey- 
ance from Dublin and back, being at least a shilling, 
utterly exeludes the poor. We used, in our young 
days, to bathe and fish at a little distance from the

The Times on the visit of King Leopold to the Queen: 

King Leopold is on a visit to our Court, and it is likely 
enough that this experienced sovereign should contrast 
with anxious feelings the vicinity of a Napoleon with the 
protection of a father-in-law. Belgium is not the 
country that can contemplate without misgivings a 
sanguinary war between France and a German State. 
It is with Austria that she is now connected by family 
ties. Buta Napoleon is not the worst thing Belgium 
has to fear; In 1848, when France rejected the Orleans 
dynasty, Belgium was all alarm. Louis Napoleon was 
residing quietly in St. James’s, and doing duty as a 
special constable. Lamartine, Cavaignac, almost 
every Frenchman of known courage and ability, 
had a better chance of a French throne than a 
Bonaparte. The spirit of the French nation was 
then the bugbear. It was France, all soul, all nerve, all 
emotion, all fire, with no field for her ambition, and 
scarce room for her people. King Leopold thought of 
Antwerp, and wished it were safe. He listened to hear 
it cried in the streets of Paris that the Khine was the 
natural boundary of France, and respect for a wise and 
good man prevents us from specifying the effect it would 
have had on his movements. So it is not in the name 
of Napoleon, or in a war between a Napoleon and Aus- 
tria, that consists the danger. For Belgium it is better 
that her powerful, and excitable neighbour should be ia 
the grasp of one man capable of taking a comprehensive 
view of his interests and those of France. It might be 
the interest of any ambitious general or any demagogue 
to recommend an invasion, on any or no reason. 
He might care little for the question of right, and his 
stake might be only that of the ordinary adventarer, 
who gains by success and loses nothing by defeat. What 
if the civilized world were indignant ? What if an 
army were destroyed ? He would snrvive to repeat his 
pernicious counsels, with the turn of fortune now in his 
favour. On the contrary, it is of the greatest im 
to Napoleon III. to stan I well with Europe, and not to 
ha ve a serious mischance. His apologies may not be al- 
ways quite satistactory, but they are apologies, and tri- 
butes to the parameunt claims of public morality. He 
knows and feels better than any man in France the con- 
sequences of betraying that reckless acquisitiveness 
which marked the career of his uncle. He feels the dif- 
ference between a fixed and an advancing frontier.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 
The last meeting for the session of this society was held 
last evening, in the Society House, Kildare-street. 

The Rev Professor GALBRAITH, occupied the chair. 

Dr. Carte read a paper “On a new portion of the bony 
covering of a species of Glyptodon,” presented to the museum 
by W. R. Wilde, Esq., M. K. I. A. 

The Secretary, Dr. Steele, read a paper sent in by Edward 
Brennan, Esq., On the discovery of extinct elephant and 
other animal remains, occurring under limestone, at Shan- 
don, near Dungarvan.” After some preliminary observations, 
Mr. Brennan explained how he became possessed of 
these remains. In March, 1858, a labouring man 
was exhibiting a bone of considerable size in Dungarvan,stat- 
ing that it had formed a portion of some antediluvian giant. 
Heariag of this, Mr. Brennan made enquiries as to where the 
bone had been discovered, and he ascertained that it had 
been found under limestone in a quarry which was being 
worked at Shandon, half a mile from the town. On proceed- 
ing to the place, he found that a quantity of such bones had been 
broken and taken away with the stones used in repairing the 
roads. He persuaded the men to promise they would be care- 
ful of ang remains they might subsequently find. The result 
was that in afew days the workmen collected a quantity of 
bones, which were now exhibited, and which he found to con- 
sist of portions of the remains of the mammoth, reindeer, and 
horse, with one bone of some bird. Professor Owen, to whom 
he had submitted the remains of the mammoth, gave it as 
his opinion that the large size of the bones, a; compared with 
the small size of the tusk, proved that the animal was a female. 
The tusk was in excellent preservation. The several bones 
of the elephant were not found together, but scattered, and 
mized up a the remains of the other animals. They 
were all found in a cavern under the limestone, which 
was ata depth of thirty feet from the former surface, and 
103 feet from the original face of the quarry. The valley in 
which the town of Dungarvan was situated extended westward 
into the county of Cork, and was composed of strata of the 
lower carboniferous limestone, flanked on the south by the 
old red and yellow sandstone. The limestone was highly fos- 
silferous, and was characterized in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of Dungarvan by the presence of several caverns of 
various size and extent, and many cavern fissures. At Musps- 
town a stream of water of some vriume rushes into a cavern 
and suddenly dissappears. [his happened in the same manner 
in caves not far distant from this These caves might 
very likely have been in former times the refuge of wild 
animals, ‘The portion of the rock under which the fossils 
were found consisted of a mass of stone in a fragmentary con- 
dition. Those stones had once formed the roof of a cave 
which had since fallen in. There could be no doubt that the 
entire skeleton of the elephant had been in the cave. Its 
bones were more decayed than those o/ the other animals, 
and in some cases crumbled to pieces from the effect of moist- 
ure. “ ifaction had not taken place in any of the 
remains, her did not prove that they were not of very

Professor ton observed that this was the first in- 
stance of the discovery of a bone cave in this country. 
Such caves had been found in England, and it was an 
interesting circumstance that a discovery of the kind 
described by Mr. Brennan had now been made in Ireland. 
In other respects the finding of bones was not so valuable, 
because there was no animal of very great novelty found. 
The remains of elephants had been discovered in Ireland 
before. He hoped that they would at no distant period be 
enabled to announce to the members of the Society that the 
whole collection of bones—not only those o by Mr. 
Byrne, but also those collected by Mr. Brennan—would be 
preserved in some public museum. He could not help ex- 
pressing a wish that the beautiful museum recently establish- 
ed, partly by the liberality of the Government, and partly by 
subscription, should be the locus of the deposit of this very 
remarkable and interesting collection. 

After some further discussion a special vote of thanks was 

to Messrs. Rae and Byrne for presenting an iuterest- 
ing collection of bones to the society.

That very day the newspapers told how two boys of ten 
and eleven years were comm:tted to prison for stealing tarts 
from a pastry-cook’s tray; and how it came out in evidence 
that they had been pla ring with other boys, but having been 
moved on,” or mo off,” had sauntered or loitered 
about, looking first at one shop-window, then at another, 
weary and discontented ; till, seeing the tray from which the 
confectioner’s boy had turned away for a minute, the rasp- 
berry tarts tem them, and they committed the theft 
which would them in the downward path of crime and 
ruin. A gentleman, who appeared in court to say a word for 
the boys, gave this evidence ; his intercession, however,could 
not avert the consequences of an offence so fully proved.

Streets influences change the boy—who with the least 

ssible share of active play and pleasure, and a few words of 
ind persuasion from a friend, might have been induced to at- 
tend school, and do well—into the ruffianly swaggering youth, 
sallying out with ashort pipe, and a thick stick, ready for any 
lawles work ; familiar with the r. the police court, 
and witha life before him that one shrinks from picturing. 
Think of a boy, perhaps an only boy a youngest drrling, the pet 
and plague of the family, whose high spirits and heedlessness 
make it impossible with all your caretokeephim within lawful 
bounds :—think of him deprived of any outlet for activity in 
healthy sport, with no guide but his own undeveloped con- 
science, thrown into an atmosphere of filth and profanity, 
and left there to fall under the trials that break strong men’s 
lives! Sunday and week day school of reformatory may go 
on working, as they do, bravely and well; but while the 
street mischief remains, the work will be counteracted. It is 
a very simple sort of charity, and yet a sort of charity to 
little children, which, as it considers the nature heaven gave 
them, may help much to secure to them the final e in life 
for which they were createt, to enable them to play without 
the loss of innocence. Let us provide our poor children with 
space to play in, safe and dry, and out of sight and hearing 
of the gin-palace with its infectious horrors. Let them be 
maintained under the superintendence of a good - tempered 
steady man, with the penalty of exclusion for fighting and bad 
tanguage. Let us only try this. 

ihe Playground Society is a small combination for such a 
purpose. Its object, as set forth iu the first circular, is “ to 
provide play-grounds for poor children in populous places, 
and its origin is due to the Rev. David Laing, anaccomplished 
and disinterested clergyman of the Church of the Church 
of England, who has bven a true friend to the poor. 

The committee state, that in the most dense neighbourhoods 
it is possible to make arrangements for the present, wit the 
hope that changes of site and transfers of property may afford 
better opportunities for the future. The lay-ground of St, 
Martin's in the Fields affords one mode of meeting the 
want.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT AT TRAMORE. 

It is our painful duty to announce the death, by acci- 
dental drowning, of Mr. James Horne, junior, eldest son 
of Mr. Horne, the much respected manager of the great 
Neptune foundry, in Waterford, belonging to the 
Messrs. Malcolmson. 

The circumstances were these :—Mr. James Horne— 
who was about 18 years of age, and a youth of rare ta- 
lent and promise—accompanied by a younger brother 
aged sixteen, and Mr. Cavet, aged about seventeen, the 
eldest surviving son of Dr. Cavet of Waterford 
(and brother of the young gentleman who was 
unfortunately drowned with two others by the up 
setting of a boat last year), went down to Tramore by 
the excursion train last Thursday. ‘The three young 
gentlemen bathed on the strand, at the usual bathing 
place, which, it may be observed,is as safe as in any the 
United Kingdom, and in the afternoon, they strolled 
along the beach by the race course and the Warren 
down to the deep and dangerous channel leading 
to the Back-strand, a distance of some three miles from 
the bathing strand of Tramore. They all took off their 
shoes and stockings to refresh their feet by dabbling in 
the water, when the notion unhappily seized Mr. Horne 
that he would bathe again. IIc accordingly waded out to 
a sand-bank on which he stripped, inviting his brother 
and Mr. Cavet to follow him. None of the youths could 
swim, and the spot so unfortunately chosen is the most 
dangerous, if not the only dangerous one in the extensive 
Bay. ‘Thhy had scarcely got into the water when Mr. 
Horne taid—* Oh! Cavet, the sea is carrying me out, 
I“can’t get back. Help me!” Mr. Cavet rushed 
towards him as far as he dared to vecture, and extended 
his hand, but could not reach the lost youth. He then 
cried out Throw yourself on your back “it is your 
only chance!” The poor lad did so, but he was in 
stantly swept by the strong current of the falling 
tide to sea, and a moment afterwards he disappeare:! '

Ihe second of the above works, by Professor Wright, 
is the best and most philosophic grammar of Arabic 
that has appeared in Europe within the last twenty or 
thirty years. It is based on the second or Ge edi- 
tion of Casparia’s grammar (which is at present passing 
through the press); but it has been so much improved 
by numerons corrections and additions, especially in the 
increased: amount of valuable examples, that it may 
fairly be regarded as a new work. most original 
feature of the book, however, and that which imparts to 
it its scientific interest. is to be found in the compar- 
ative notes on the kindred grammatical forms in the 


other Shemitic languages. These notes are introduced 
whenever an opportunity presents itself, and thus fur- 
nieh us with the means of studying the dialects 
in their several stages of decay. So much light has 


been thrown on the structure of the Indo-European lan- 
guages, by the cultivation of their comparative grammar, 
that we see with pleasure the application of this newest 
im trument of science to the Shemitic stock. As the 
Arabic preserves in their fulness those forms which in 
Hebrew and the sister dialects are worn out,or exist only 
in a tad po state, it thus occupies in the Shemitic 
family that position which Sanskrit holds in the Aryan; 
and is, ip/fact, the great key, not only to their gram- 
matical inflexions, but also to their peculiar expressions 
and modes of thought. This grammar of Professor 
Wright combines good scholarship, cheapness, and great 
typographical neatness and accuracy; and it will doubt- 


Shemitic students in this country. 
The third work, by the Rev. C. H. H. Wright, is an 
excellent specimen of a class of books whiell we very 
much require, and well deserves the attention which is 
due to accurate scholarship, sound criticism, and a 
clear and copious illustration of the details of a difficult 
subject. For theprinciples on which the editor has formed 
his text of the Book of Genesis, we refer to his inter- 
esting preface, and we cannot but say that every scholar 
will 1 the skill with which all the resources of 
the modern apparatus criticus are employed in order to 
ensure as correct a text as possible. Section 9 of the 
preface, on the “ Peculiarities in the Orth phy of the 
MSS.,” affords us a specimen of what might, we think, 
prove, in the hands of some competent scholar, a most 
useful aid to those who are reading Hebrew MBs. The 
variants of the several versions, Samaritan, Syrian, Chal- 
dee, Greek, and Latin, are given at the foot of the He- 
brew text ; and there is appended a careful collation of 
three MSS. in the Bodleian library, and one of that of 
Trinity College. The notes are all that could be desired 
in point of copiousness and accuracy, and supply us not 
only with the views of the ancient Shemitic versions and 
paraphrases, the LXX., Aquila, Symmachus, Theodo- 
tion, and the Vulgate, byt also with the criticisms of the 
great modern school of German scholars. Those on the 
forty-ninth chapter furnish us with a good example of 
the light that may thus be thrown on the obscnrest por- 

. tion of the entire book. i

It was after midnight, or near one o’clock in the 
morning of the 17th inst., that I telegraphed the follow- 
ing decrees :'— 

“1. The remainder of their punishment is remitted to 
those condemned to irons, reclusion, relegation, and im- 
prisonment, for political offences committed in the years 
1848 and 1849. 

“ 2. From this time forward every obstacle is removed 
to obtaining, by the attendibili, of passports, learned de- 
grees, or to their filling public offices. 

“3, Those condemned for common crimes to irons, 
relegation, and reclusion, to correctional imprisonment, 
or exile, have a dimunition of three years, &c. 

“4. All pledged articles of dress or cloth, or of the 
common metals, up to the 15th June shall be redeemed 
at the expense of the Treasury, aud restored to the 
owners.” 

I have only to remark on the first two decrees. A step 
they are, but like everything else in Naples, insufficient 
and ungracious. The Neapolitans all exclaim that they 
are a deceit and an insult. How many will be liberated 
by the action of the first decree I cannot say, but it ex- 
cepts all those in the same category who had the very 
doubtful mercy of perpetual exile forced upon them in 
January last. Poerio and his companions, thus included 
among the lists of the political offenders of 1848 and 1849, 
are excluded from the action of this decree, which says, 
“those are not contemplated who are mentioned in the 
decrees of 27th of December, 1858, and 28th of March, 
1859 ;” and they were the chiefs. The present decree, 
therefore, embraces only the least significant offenders, 
who have already suffered 11 years of —— 
and have, perhaps, but a short time remain 6 to com- 
plete their punishment. There are excluded, also, 
all those condemned cas the reactionary interval 
from 1840 to 1858, when illegality and cruelty begat 
crime. 

Decree II. publishes the shame of the late govern- 
mentof Naples. It declares that during 11 years the 
attend:bili—that is to say, almost all who could read or 
write in the kingdom, have been deprived of the pri- 
vileges of travelling, of obtaining learned degrees, or of 
serving in any public office. Thus the dregs have 
necessarily risen to power and municipal offices, and 
highest offices of the State have been necessarily admin- 
istered by men who only know what a patriot might 
have learnt in an hour—to cry “ Vivail Re.” How 
much the public mind must have retrograded in the 
last 11 years under such a system it is not difficult to 
say. The government itself confesses that the old go- 
vernment brutalized the nation, and confirms the state- 
ments of your correspondents. I am justified, therefore, 
in saying that almost all who could read or write were 

ved of the privilege of travelling, of serving the 
State, and were condemned to ignorance. These men 
are relieved from such pains and penalties; but 
how? By a Royal decree, which appears to con- 
secrate what was a henious y, and vir- 
tually admits the power of the police. There is no 
law which could sanction the treatment of the 
attendibili. They were a class created by the arbitrary 
power of the police, and a royal decree, while it relieves 
thousands of individuals of such pains and ties, 
seems almost to consecrate the power which inflicted 
them, and leaves it free to renew its severities on future 
occasions. There is no safety here without constitu- 
tional guarantees. Having analyzed these decrees, let 
me point out what has not been done. Those shut up 
in prison for two anda half years without trial as yet 
have had no relief. ; 

it is a bad omen for the spirit which actuates this 
Government that though a month has elapsed since 
Francis II. ascended the throne, men without trial are 
still kept in prison, though common condemned prisoners 
have been released.

The General expressed his 
sympathy with them, and said that he had three times 
written to Vienna, urging their recall, without receiving 
any answer ; adding that he would urge it again. Mean- 
time he determined on calling the people to order, 
but no one would post the bills. Only four or five 
copies were posted by two soldiers, and these were 
torn down by the people immediately. On Friday, the 
10th, the people were assembled in groups, ready to 
break out into serious acts of violence. No repressive 
measures were taken, either by the Austrian or the 
Pontifical authorities ; but during the nights of the 10th 
and 11th preparations were made by the Austrian Com- 
mander for leaving the troops, amounting to 4,000 men. 
As similar preparations were made in Ancona on the 
same day, the inference is that simultaneous orders had 
been received by the two garrisons on the same day. As 
soon as the fact of the evacuation was known in Bologna 
the people gave way to exultation, and assembled in the 
Piazza Gigante, where the Delegate resides. The Marchese 
Pepoli, Marchese Tomara, and Conte Malvezzi, members 
of most distinguished families of the city, presented them 
selves to the Cardinal, and suggested that, in order to 
secure the obedience of the people to the Papal govern- 
ment, concessions were necessary. The Cardinal refused, 
and, fearing a rise, followed the Austrians to Ferrara, 
whence he sent to Bologna a protest against the Pro- 
visional Government they had formed on his departure. 
At the head of it were the three noblemen above-men- 
tioned, and Casalini, a young man not known in Bo- 
logna society. These facts were known in Rome by te- 
legraph on the Saturday, and great apprehension was 
ſelt at the Vatican, where the impression was that all Ro- 
magna had risen. Gen. Guyon immediately offered to oc- 
cupy Bologna with French troops, but Antonelli refused 
the offer, alleging his unwillingness to violate the neu- 
trality. For 15 days or more, foreseeing the events 
which were threatening, Goyon had offered a similar 
assistance, which was invariably refused, and the idea 
is that Antonelli has placed his hopes on a revolution 
and a reaction. After the functious, however, in the 
Capella Sistina, at Whitsuntide, the Pope called 
Cardinals Altieri, Della Genga, Santucci, and De Pietro 
to a Council, and it appears to be positive that, as one 
result, a note was sent on the 13th or 14th to France 
demanding French intervention, which we shall pro- 

bly see as soon as the evacuation of Ancona is com- 
pleted.— Correspondent of the Times. 


THE TYROL. 
(From the Morning Star Correspondent.) 

I am now writing from the capital of the Tyrol, that 
focus of Austrian patriotism and valour, and the very 
fountain head of the imperial power of Austria. That 
dominion derives its source from the people of this 
mountain district, who have ever been the most faithful 
and valiant adherents of the Hapsburg dynasty, and not 
as has been generally supposed, from the dull, plodding, 
mean-minded inhabitants of Austria proper, out of 
whom have never issued any men of talent, either in the 
sphere of government, diplomacy, war, or letters, and 
who have never done anything remarkable, except in 
manufactures and agriculture. The mistake has arisen 
from the circumstance that the Empire has taken 
the name of the latter province ; the inference being 
drawn that the province imposed its name on all other 
provinces of the Empire through the force of some su- 
periority inherent in it, and that, consequently, it 
exercises a sort of domination over them all. The true 
cause, moreover, of the pre-eminence which the name of 
Austria has attained, lies in the fact that it is the most 
extensive, most populated and wealthy of the German 
provinces of the Empire, or rather that it is in fact, the 
only purely German province. To adopt therefore its 
name as that of the entire empire was a measure that 
tended to connect closely the dominions of the Haps- 
burg dynasty with Germany, and thus to promote the 
extension of German aid to that dynasty, and the ex- 
tension of its influence in Germany. 

But this is a digression. To revert to the subject 
upon which I had entered, namely, the Tyrol and its 
people, I have to report to you that [ have witnessed 
here to-day as much lotic enthusiasm as can ever 
have existed. I came in the same train with a regiment 
of Yagers. It is impossible to describe to you the sym- 
pathetic reception which was accorded to these soldiers 
all along the line of railroad from the Bavarian frontier 
to Innspruck. At every station a crowd of peasants of 
all ages and both sexes collected and gave the regiment 
a most cordial reception in the shape of refreshments of 
all sorts. As —— such cases the cipal donors 
were females ; and some of these carried their enthu- 
siasm so far as to run after the departing train, and 
repeat over and over again their fervent adieus to and 
good wishes for their country’s defenders. Without 
exaggeration the scene, as we reached each station, was 
one of enthusiastic sympathy, similar to that I have just 
described. 

I have been to see the monument raised to the memory 
of Hofer in the High Church of Innspruck. I noticed 
many persons in the attitude of prayer at the foot of it, 
which made me inquire whether such a proceeding was 
customary. I was answered in the negative, was 
informed that it had become a practice only since the 
beginning of the present war. It was explained to me 
further, that the notion which led to it was the expecta- 
tion, very currently entertained in the Tyrol that this 
country will have to suffer a second invasion of the 
French, owing to the necessities of the present campaign, 
and by these means ſt was sought to obtain the interces- 
sion of Hofer, who is generally regarded as a saint, in 
order that the evil might be mitigated, if not averted.

Almost every part of them is of recent 
invention, and sectional drawings and models are sup- 
plied to the men, for the purpose of explaining their use. 
With these formidable weapons it is evident that our 
harbour might be made impregnable from any attack by 
ships, and we are glad to see that this precautionary 
measure is now being taken, In Carlisle and Camden 
Ports new batteries similarly armed are now being made. 
We have also noticed that the embrasures which were 
formed, had to be knocked down and remodelled, because 
they did not allow for the action of guns of such calibre. 
The most inexperienced eye can see at a glance that the 
are still much too small, but this can easily be hr ! 
Modern practice has shown that forts upon a sea board 
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must be almost upon a level with the water, to be effec- 
tive against vessels. The Martello Tower, which is 
placed just on the southern landing of the fort, is being 
mounted with two heavy guns. Upon Saturday a sixty- 
eight pound gun was taken to Ring, to be placed upon 
the Martello Tower. ‘Three sloops laden with material 
for the purpose of strengthening the defences of the har- 
bour have lately arrived.— Southern Reporter. 
Screw PROPELLERs.—Ín his recent work on Naval 
Warfare With Steam, Sir Howard Douglas, in the 
clearest and most forcible manner, urged the adoption 
of what he conceived would be a great improvement in 
the form ot the screw propeller. This improvement 
consisted in removing the leading corners of the blades, 
and breaking the leading edge of each blade into its 
circumference by an easy curve. ‘The first object sought 
by Sir R. Howard in making this change was that of re- 
ducing the shake,” or vibration of the screw, and the 
consequent injury tothe stern ofthe ship. These are 
produced, he argued, by the sudden and violent reac- 
tions of the disturbed water against the blades as they 
enter and emerge from the space between the two stern- 
posts, the rectilinear edges Of the of the ordinary screws 
being in this respect highly disadvantageous, since the 
whole of an edge enters and leaves at once the 
water on each side of the aperture. “ But 
if the leading edges of a screw-blade were curved 
they would slide obliquely and continuously through the 
water, like a screw formed with an entire feather, so 
that at no moment would there be any shock or discon- 
tinuity of action.” Further advantages which Sir 
Howard considered the curved edges would possess were, 
that they would readily throw off any floating materials 
that might come in contact with them—that they would 
not be so liable to be broken by their direct collision 
with large spars as straight edges are by their direct 
blow—that their rounded extremities would be less lia- 
ble to be hitched by ropes than the angular extremities 
of the common screw—and, finally, that if the curved 
parts could be furnished with incorrodible sharp Khife- 
edges they would divide and disentangle the screw from 
any rope, spar, or other floating matter with which it 
t become fouled. “The author would not,” 
Sir Howard, “at the sacrifice of speed revert 
to a continuous feather-screw, but the form here 
recommended would to a considerable extent gain the 
proposed ends.” Now, in justice to an able and 
veteran officer—an officer who by his incomparable 
writings on naval and military science has commanded 
the profound admiration and — of both services— 
we revive these passages of his latest work, and couple 
with them a reference to those remarkable experiments, 
the results of which were lately given. These experi- 
ments show—if the report which is before us may be 
trusted—that the improvement recommended by Sir 
Howard does actually accomplish his first and principal 
object by reducing the vibration or shake of the screw, 
as he predicted. They also show that it has the further 
important effect of improving both the speed and the 
of the ship.
